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Yom Kippur Observance 
To Be This Thursday 

The observance of Yom Kippur, 
the most solemn day of the Jewish 
religious calendar, begins at sun- 
down, Wednesday, October 6. 

Yom Kippur means Day of Atone- 
ment, and at special services 
Wednesday night and Thursday the 
worshipper seeks the spirit of peni- 
tence and an attitude of forgive- 
ness towards those who have done 
him harm. 

The service on Wednesday night 
commences with the chanting of 
Kol Nidre, “All Vows,” one of the 
most celebrated of all liturgical 
melodies. It is a musical prayer 
beseeching divine mercy for rash 
conduct during the past year. At 
sunset on Thursday the services 
are concluded with a final blast of 
the ram’s horn (shofor), betoken- 
ing the end of the Holy Day pe- 
riod, which began with the observ- 
ance of the New Year ten days 
earlier. According to traditional 
reckoning this is the year 5715. 

Marked by many as a fast day, 
Yom Kippur was instituted as a re- 
sult of the injunction in the Book 
of Numbers in the Bible verse 7, 
of chapter 29, which calls for a 
“holy convocation,” when “ye shall 
afflict your souls,” which is Scrip- 
tural language for fasting.

YOU and YOUR CHILD

A fellow professional (Jewish) 
has chided me for doing a column 
in an American-Jewish newspaper.

My own opinion is that there are 
certain uniquely Jewish attitudes, 
feelings, values, and way of han- 
dling and rearing children. These 
may be found in varying degrees 
among other groups, it is true. But 
their appearance among Jews is so 
impressive and repetitive, that 
there is justification for describ- 
ing them as “Jewish” traits.

The odd request is explained by the 
idea that Jewish people are sup- 
posed to take better care of chil- 
dren. In this way, they assuage 
guilt over surrender. Social scien- 
tists have repeatedly found in many 
studies that family breakdown in 
the form of marital conflict, di- 
vorce, separation or desertion, is 
least frequent among Jews. Alco- 
holism, deliquency, and criminality, 
especially crimes of violence, are 
comparably infrequent. 

School achievement among Jew- 
ish children is very high. The drive 
to higher education is very much 
in evidence. The degree of close- 
ness and intensity of family ties 
seems very powerful. The tie be- 
tween mother and children is par- 
ticularly strong, with a special 
quality in the mother-son relation- 
ship. Recent biographical studies 
have suggested that the 'basic psy- 
choanalysts conception of the oedi- 
pus complex may have a personal 
Origin in Freud, the son of an over- 
devoted Jewish mother, who had 
his own neurotic troubles on that 
account. 

In my own practice it is a com- 
monplace, after listening to a tale 
of woe, associated with elaborate 
maternal conflicts and anxieties 
over a child's eating habits, clean- 
liness, physical care, temperature, 
aches, (in the course of which it is 
quite apparent that the mother is 
overanxious to the point of being 
fantastically worried over minor 
things), to hear the remark, “Can 
it be any different? I am a typical

more than their proportion to men- 
ial illness and emotional disturb- 
ances generally, although there is 
still much controversy over this 
subject 

Under the circumstances, I think 
it is particularly appropriate that a 
Jewishly oriented paper, such as 
this one, have a column on family 
life ancT child rearing. While many 
articles will be of a universal na- 
ture, some will have a uniquely 
“Jewish” content. 

Any question as to what is “nor- 
mal” must after all be judged in 
relation to the “norms” of the 
group. Jewish “norms” and stand- 
ards are different. But let us not 
chauvinistically assume that the 
difference is superior; or anti-Semi- 
tically feel that it must be inferior. 
If Jews contribute negligbly to 
crimes of violence; they contribute 
more than their share to certain 
other crimes, like arson. 

Let us rather be aware of certain 
differences as scientifically valid 
studies reveal them to be present. 
We can then as individuals decide 
how we want to react to these dif- 
ferences, recognizing the degree to 
which they are part of our social 
situation, or uniquely personal with- 
in ourselves.

And may I add, religion, too, 

Now takes the family point of view. 

It is with all seriousness that I 
have added the additional two lines 
to a simple verse that I feel 
touches the crux of family har- 
mony today. A new and healthier 
attitude toward parent and child 
“togetherness” is more prominent 
today than it has been for several 
generations. 

With family activity being the 
trend, what could more naturally 
follow the family gathering at the 
Shabbos table, than for them to 
adjourn together to a worship serv 
ice that is spiritually satisfying to 
both parent and child, yet geared 
to the religious understanding of 
the youngster. 

All of us agree that it is impos- 
sible to give a child a thorough in- 
doctrination in Jewish education, 
ideals, history, ceremony and cus- 
toms in a few scant hours on Sun- 
day morning. We also agree that in 
order for the religious school teach- 
ing to be most effective, the sug- 
gestions for ceremony and tradi- 
tion jMii-si h p carried out in the^ 
home. The same thing holds true 
of worship. No classroom session in 
“how” to observe the holidays can 
be nearly as effective as an actual 
session spent “in observance” of 
the holidays. It is not enough to 
teach about worship, it must be a 
real and vital and living experience 
— through a service which encour- 
ages parents and children “to wor- 
ship together in the beauty of holi- 
ness.” 

It is with these ends in mind that 
I have written a coordinated series 
of Family Worship Services for the 
religious year, to be given on the 
Friday evening preceeding or dur- 
ing a Jewish or American Holiday. 

Bearing in mind the “sitting 
span” of the little ones, these serv- 
ices, including simple pulpit pag- 
eantry which does not make a 
theater of the Temple, take no 
longer than forty-five miuntes. Far 
from being “spectator services,” 
they contain large portions of 
“audience” participation. 

To mention just a few of the 
details. Beginning with the Friday 
prior to Rosh Hashona, in the

We pay homage to the crushing power of science 
but label moral scruples as unrealistic. 

In the fast we find a symbolic answer and a remedy. The fast

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THE LAMP OF LIBERTY 


By KARL BAEIIR 

(feditorial reprinted from “Land Reborn” published by the 
American Christian Palestine Committee) 


.America’s strength in the free 
world today rests in no small de- 
gree upon the fact that we are a 
polygenetic nation whose many peo- 
ples have never lost a sympathetic 
interest in the lands of their an- 
cestry. Thus, when the lamp of 
liberty is extinguished in some 
part of the world there are always 
some American citizens who grieve 
almost as though the lamp had 
gone out in America. Likewise a 
threat to liberty and democracy 
in any part of the world is per- 
sonalized in . the anguish felt by 
tlloso Americans who fear their 
friends or relatives in some far-off 
land may fall prey to tyranny. 

It is fortunate, indeed, that in an 
hbur of peril we have stalwart 
citizens who, heroically and sac- 
rificially, seek to preserve and ex- 
tend the cause of freedom in vari- 
ous parts of the world. 


In Greece 
Americans of Greek ancestry 
have, for example, done an alto 
gether remarkable piece of work in 
strengthening Greek civilization 
providing funds foi\ cultural insti 
tutions, and building water sys- 
tems for outlying, isolated villages. 
The native passion of the Greek 
for freedom was kept alive to 
significant degree by the material 
cultural and spiritual aid from 
Americans of Greek ancestry who 
had genuine concern about the fu- 
ture* of Greece. 

In Italy 

Americans of Italian background 
may b<^j$!] > edited with an assist in 


preventing Italy from going Com- 
munist in the first national elec- 
tions in Italy after World War II. 
Interest of those of Irish back- 
ground in the fcmerald Isle has 
become legendary. Americans who 


supported even though selfish and 
undemocratic interests wish to 
crush them. It is dishonest to 
make Israel the scapegoat for the 
seething unrest, the frustrated and 
desperate nationalism, and the 
open conflicts of the Near East 
region. The cause of freedom can 
be victorious only if it brings vic- 
tory to the Israelis and the Arabs 
—each in his own sphere and con- 
sistent with the fundamental needs 
of each. Certainly the fundamental 
needs of the Arab nations do not 
include the destruction of Israel, 
but rather the displacement of feu- 
dal institutions amid patterns of 
culture which have helped to foster 
poverty, illiteracy and disease — the 
arch enemies of democracy — in the 
region. 

The Jews of America, like the 
Greeks and Italians, the Chinese, 
the Germans, the Lebanese and all 
the other groups in America, are 
to be applauded for shouldering 
difficult responsibilities, which they 
alone could successfully undertake 
in the interest of the free world. 

In the case of Israel, the re 
ligious factor plays a unique role— 
a role not paralleled in another 
group. The Jewish people have 
been bound together for the past 
two millennia by a common faith, 
a vital part of which was the con- 
fident belief in the divinely or- 
dained reestablishment of their na-
